On Monday, April 27th, 1942, the Canadian Democracy is asked, 
to go all out, into action.

At Kincardine the other day a far¬ 
mer hauled a wagon behind a tractor 
without a license. The police officer 
admitted the farmer thought he was 
within his rights and not breaking the 
law that requires a license to be taken 
out to operate a trailer. 

Pointing out that there is a differ¬ 
ence of opinion on this question, Mag¬ 
istrate Walker ruled that when a 
wagon is hauled as a ..trailer behind a 
tractor, it ceases to be an implement 
of husbandry and becomes a trailer, 
but he made provision that should the 
department of highways rule other¬ 
wise the conviction registered against, 
the farmer will be quashed. 

Laws are meant primarily to pro¬ 
tect society at large from deliberate 
offenders, and in a case like the above, 
why arrest and heap costs and dis¬ 
grace on a man whose whole record 
had been that of a law-abiding citizen 
and whose offence, if there was one, 
was caused by ignorance ? 

Most poli e officers use good judg¬ 
ment—use their discretionary power 
with discrimination—but there are 
some others “too quick on the trig¬ 
ger.” They apparently figure the 
number of arrests they make will ini* 
pYess their superior officers and lead 
to advancement. They do not realize 
that an officer who is too officious 
brings discredit on the whole force.

Natural Immunity, Acquired 
Immunity; Control Regula¬ 
tions, Discussed ‘by Dr. A. 
Somerville 

Dr. Somerville, in addressing the 
combined Nursing Classes Tuesday 
evening on the subject of communi¬ 
cable diseases, defined these as dis¬ 
eases passed on from one to another 
person. 

Direct contact causes most of the 
infectious diseases with which we are 
familiar. 

He referred to “natural” immunity, 
and gave as examples the fact that 
cows can drink typhoid water, and do 
not contract typhoid; Alberta for ex¬ 
ample is immune to the tropical dis¬ 
ease of malaria through climatic con¬ 
ditions; human beings are apparently 
immune to the distemper of dogs. 

Certain races are relatively immune 
to certain diseases. The Jew is least 
subject of all to T.B., possibly because 
the race has been forced to crowded 
Ghettos, where only the strong could 
survive. The Indian on the other 
hand is extremely susceptible to T. B. 
and smallpox.

These cover in one clause, men who 
are called to service as engineers, 
chemists, teachers of engineering sci¬ 
ences, research scientists, etc: After 
the special duties to which they are 
called are completed, their old posi¬ 
tions must be open to them.

’acquired” immunity re¬ 
sulting from having the disease or 
from inoculation in some form. Im¬ 
munity to smallpox, diphtheria, ty¬ 
phoid, whooping cough, etc., can be 
acquired by means of vaccination and 
inoculation. Scarlet fever has net 
proved so satisfactory in treatment, 
but after the first immunity is estab¬ 
lished, it can be re-enforced thereafter 
by single doses at intervals. 

Control Regulations 

In respect to communicable diseases, 
control regulations are practiced in 
order to break the chain of contact 
and thus break down the spread. Dr. 
Somerville instanced the Yellow fever 
which so threatened workers on Pan¬ 
ama canal. That problem was solved 
by spreading oil over the water within 
a great area, thus banishing the mos 
quito which was the cause of tne 
trouble. 

By controlling the patient and re¬ 
ducing the size of the circle of contact, 
there is a check on the spread of the 
disease. The more prevalent the dis¬ 
ease, the greater the severity as a 
rule. 

Dr. Somerville then dealt briefly 
with isolation technique, the care 
which must be used in handling every¬ 
thing the patient uses and the excre¬ 
tions. 

Referring to the old time fumiga¬ 
tion so religiously practised, he said 
that much of that fuss was unneces¬ 
sary and ineffective. Germs in the 
house may be killed with soap and 
water, or if desired, with the addition 
of lysol. 

He emphasized that the household¬ 
er is legally responsible for notifying 
the health officer if he suspects the 
presence of any communicable disease. 
It is • not the responsibility of the 
ealth officer to ferret out these cases. 
It is the duty of the householder, and 
the further duty to notify the teacher 
within 18 hours. The doctor thence- 
scribed the various types of quaran¬ 
tine from total quarantine to modified 
quarantine. -

r EVERY CANADIAN CITIZEN IS HEREBY ADVISED: 

(1) THAT a Proclamation of the Governor in Council dated the 9th 
day of March, 1942, * ordered a plebiscite to be taken^in every 
electoral district in Canada on the question set out in the ballot 
papers to be used thereat in the following words and form: 

Vote by making a cross, thus X, after the word ‘Yes*or 
after the word ‘No*. 


Are you in favour 
of releasing the gov¬ 
ernment from any 
obligation arising 
out of any past com¬ 
mitments restrict¬ 
ing the methods of 
raising men for mili¬ 
tary service? 


(2) THAT the date fixed as polling day for the said plebiscite is 
Monday, the 27th day of April, 1942. 

(3) THAT polls will be open in each polling division from 8 o’clock 
a.m. until 8 o’clock p.m. (daylight saving time). 

(4) THAT new lists of voters have been specially prepared for the 
said plebiscite. 

(5) THAT the said lists are what may be termed “open lists” which 
means that, in either urban or rural polling divisions, any qualified 
voter whose name has been omitted from same may vote on polling 
day in his polling division upon taking the required oath and upon 
being vouched for on oath by a voter whose name appears on the 
list of voters for such polling division. 

(6) THAT National Registration Certificates are required to be pro¬ 
duced by qualified urban voters whose names have been omitted 
from the lists of voters, and by those voters only, before being 
allowed to vote. 

(7) THAT advance polls will be opened in the same localities and on 
the same conditions as at the last General Election. 

(8) THAT, as a general rule, every person who has ordinarily resided 
in Canada during the last twelve months is entitled to vote at 
the said plebiscite if he is twenty-one years of age and a'British 
subject. '— 

(9) THAT voters will be entitled to vote in the polling division in 
which they were ordinarily residing on the 30th day of March last. 

(10) THAT urban voters have been advised of the location of their 
polling stations on the notices left at their dwelling places by the 
enumerators. 

(11) THAT rural voters have been notified in the Notice to Voters 
posted up in the post offices, and should have been verbally advised 
by the rural enumerators of the location of their polling stations. 

(12) THAT, generally, polling stations for the said plebiscite will be 
established at or near the same premises as at the last General 
Election. 

(13) THAT arrangements are being made to collect the results of the 
plebiscite on the evening of polling day as is done at a General 
Election. 

(14) THAT every Canadian on active service or in training in any of 
His Majesty’s forces or corps, within or without Canada, is entitled 
to vote at the plebiscite in advance of polling day by virtue of a 
special procedure provided.
